The Chinese aol- 
diers sent to Ku Cheng to protect for- 
fiifii propt-rty plundered tne Stewart 
rcjiideuc«. No American gunboat baa 
com* her*. 
The situation is critical. 


An official on hia way to Uiis city from 
Ku Cheng was killed yesterday. There 
w 110 Amwicuii protection. The Amer- 
ican guverumeuf* neglect is infamous. 


The evidence already obtained shows 


that tlii. massacre at Hwasang was 
planned at least a week beforehand. 
The foreign consuls have the names of 
the leaders iu it, aud some of the par- 
ticipants. 


An official of Foo Chow sent 210 sol- 


dies iuto that section on Jnly 24 to pre- 
vent the Vegetarians from murdering 
Chinese. The Vegetarians thought the 
missionaries had caused the troops to be 
sent and decided to kill them. 


They began immediately to gather at 


a certain designated place. In passing 
through the villages on their way to tht 
redcivous the Vegetarians publicly de- 
clared their intention to destroy the 
churches and to kill the Christiana. 


The officials knew of this, bnt they 


did nothing to protect or even warn the 
foreigners. 


The night before the massacre a na- 


tive pastor in the city of Kn Cheng 
heard that the Vegetarians were going 
to kill the foreigners on tbe morrow. 
He wrote a letter of warning to Mr. 
Stewart at Hwasang bnt delayed send- 
ing it until daylight. The messenger 
arrived half an hour too late. 
Dr. 


Gregory was in the city of Kn Cheng 
at the time, bnt he was not notified. 
The foreigners had no suspicion of the 
intended slaughter.

ell Edmunds Jackson, a&sociuU) justice 
of the Supreme court uf the United 
States, died at his residence at West 
Ituade, six miles weft of this city, at J 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, in the 64th 
year of his age, of consumption. 


Judge Jackson had been in failing 


health for the past four year*, but it haa 
been only in tlie past eight or nine 
months thai the progress of the disease 
began to canse his family and friend* 
uneasiness. Last year he went on e 
lengthy trip to the far west in search of 
health. Later he went to Thomasville, 
lia., where it was hoped the mild and 
yet bracing climate would restore his 
lone time vigorous constitution. The 
trip did him little good and after a time

my ear aud head. He threw me to the 
ground and beat i»e with the wooden 
end of the spear.

dead; baby Stewart, with one eye black 
and swollen; the second Stewart girl. 
Kathleen, H, with the second boy. 
Evan, 3, were beaten and pierced with 
a spear, bnt not seriously injured. The 
boy vomited all day, but we thought it 
was from fright.

who iived in a native bouse some die-

stranger went over almost on her beaut 
end as the Prince Oscar backed away. 
As the crew of the Prince Oscar stood 
peeriug through the darkness they saw 
the stranger partially riffht her-,elf aud 
then she rapidly began to sink. 


They listened awhile iu vain for some 


•igus of life, but not a cry for help nor 
a word of command came t'roni the 
stricken vessel. In less than four min- 
utes from i lit- time, she wiu> »truck the 
stranger keeled over and plunged stern 
first into tlie depths below.

Henderson of the Prince Oscar, who was 
below in his berth, rushed on deck just 
iu time to di.-cover that his ship wan 
also sinking. The pumps were manned, 
but in leas time than it takes to tell it, 
it waa discovered that there was no 
hope from th.tr source.

Just as 
they were about to abandon hope they 
sighted the ship Uharwar from Ijondou, 
bound to Melbourne. They succeeded 
ill attracting the attention of those on 
Kiard and wore HIKJII on her docks.

All of 
the survivors still ln>;tr evidence of thu 
sufferings they endured while alward 
the siu!ill b>>at.

In discussing the passing of tbe South 


Brooklyn Co-op. M...gherita Arliua 
Hamm says in the New York Mail and 
Express: 


It seems as if tbe American character or eb» 


American Institution* were not favorable 
to oo operative stores. They do not succeed 
here as they do in England. Tbe larReat store 
in London, if not tbe world, ia tbe army and 
navy co-operative store in that city. It in alnc 
tbe most successful Iu Mew York over 80 
and in Brooklyn 8 co-operative enterprises 
have been started and nave been signal fail 
urea. Their books do not attiaot the public 
and their papers seldom secure more than a 
few hundred subscribers- In the central and 
western states co-operation has had many sue- 
ceese*, although not of a large or extensive 
character. In thin part of the country it has 
been a failure. Tho reason is that tbe man 
agar ia either a weakling or a rogue. Tbe co- 
operative stores cannot afford to hire a first 
class manager. They get the best they can. 
If it be a novice who h*« brains, he leaves 
tbe moment ho baa learned the calling and 
goes into business for himself. If it U an in- 
competent, ho kills the business by degrees 
If a diabouest man, he crushes it at a ungle 
swoop It is rough on the philanthropic worn 
en ana men who establish thewe enterprises, 
but at present thereueemstobe no other pros 
peot for their cause.

Occasionally a p;itri n of a New 
iork hotel, perluips one of its oldest

would cause us some bother. 1 recol- 
lect mother knocking one down in 
our house with the iron poker for at- 
tempting to take a skein of sewing 
thread from her. Upon being helped 
to his feet and out of the bouse by 
a companion, be turned and said: 
"You good squaw; no coward." My 
father once also bad an eucouoter 
with some Indians, on a return trip 
from Dayton, O.

near the site of tbe town of Buck- 
land, O., by Chief White Feather

country years ago from there to tbis 
county.

than this. Many of the relics were 
from 250 to 300 years old.

from James Sunderland, of Amanda 
township, was presented by J. G 
Lamlson, but as the day was so far 
advanced it was only epitomized 
As It contains remtnescences which 
many were anxious to| hear, we pro- 
duce it herewith in its entirety: 


Pioneer recollections of Jas Sunder 


land, of Amanda township, Allen Co., 
Ohio; 
My father, Dye Sunderland, moved 


from Montgomery Co , Ohio, to Fort 
Amanda In the early part of 1821 and 
settled ou what Is now part of the 
farm owned by me In Amanda towu 
ship of tbis county. 


At that time but three other white 


families lived In that vicinity—An- 
drew Russell, who bad moved there 
in 1817, Henry Barter and a Mr 
Uadcrwood, who was a silversmith, 
and manufactured Jewelry for the 
Indiana, and traded for their furs. 


Father bad, previous to moving his i 


famitv, made a trip to Fort Amanda | 
n the latter part of 1820, and wbile 
,here bad located the 86 acres of land 
upon which he settled, not entering 
more at tbe time because be was 
afraid tbe country wight not suit 
lim. At tbe time of locating this 
and he also contracted with Henry 
larter and 
a 
half-breed named 


iazeel to build him a log cabin and 
lave same ready for occupancy when 
je should arrive with bis family. 
Father, however, fearing the roads 
would become bad, started earlier 
,han he at first had Intended and 
reached Fort Amanda with his wife 
and four children February 14th, 
1821, and finding his house far from 
uelng complete, and unable to rent 
anotber was compelled in mid-winter 
to go to work and finish same, even 
beating water to mil tbe m-d with 
which to daub It. 


This cabin was similar to all built 


by the early settlers. The roof was 
of clap boards held In place by a sap- 
ling laid on each course of the boards. 
Tbe floor was made of puncheons, or 
plank split from trees. The door was 
made of boar js rived out and had 
wooden hinges and latch. Tbe fire 
place and chimney were also made of 
wood and well daubed with mud. 
Tbe windows were small apertures in 
tbe w*U, covered with oiled paper. 
Taken altogether |t was a father 
primitive house, but cue in which 
jur family lived very comfortably and 
happily for many years. 


There were two acres of ground on 


our farm whU'b had been cleared by 
the Indians, and on whlph they had 
raised corn. 
To these two acres 


father cleared a few wore and raised 
a fine crop of corn that year, and 
becoming 
wfril pleased with tbe

It was only after he bad badly 
wounded one with a club that he was 
allowed to proceed. 
Tbere was an Indian burrylng 


ground on our place, which 
we 


plowed up after the Indians left tbe 
country, bringing to-the surface old 
gun barrels.knives, brass klttles.sllver 
jewelry and many other articles that 
bad been placed in the shallow 
grave. 
Hunting was great sport during 


my boyhood, there being plenty of 
deer, bear, turkeys, wild bogs, wolves 
and squirrels we nad by the thou- 
sand; while the finest tisb could be 
caught In the Auglalze river—sturg- 
en, lake shad, black bass, and pike 
being 
very 
abundant. 
Father 


caught a sturgeon seven aod a half 
feet long, at one time, and pike flve 
feet long, were frequently c%ugbt. 


Our first schools were on the sub- 


scription plan, and tbe first school I 
went to was built tbe same as the 
log cabins of the 
settlers. Pegs 


driven in holes In tbe wall, supported 
plank for desks, and the seats were 
puncheons with wooden legs. 


For maoy years we had no churches 


but held divine service at the cablus 
of settlers, or in case of big meetings 
in tbe barn of some neighbor, wbo 
was fortunate enough to have one 
bigger tban his house. 
Our nearest points of supply were 


Piqua and Dayton. 
Father went 


principally to Dayton for a number 
of years after settling here. He gen- 
erally went twice a year, once iu the 
fall and once In tbe spring. 
One of 


the articles always bought in the fall 
was leather, our shoes being made by 
the neighboring shoemaker, 
who 


would go from house to house, board- 
ing at each place untill he had com- 
pleted shoes for the entire family. 
One pair of shoes generally had to last 
us one year. Occasionally, however, 
moccasins were worn. 
1 recollect 


going to Davton in l*;tt, when ten 
years old, with my cousin Frank, for 
milling and supplies. 
There was 


then but one white family living be- 
tween the fort and Wapakoneta, old 
Peter Amlle, who lived about one 
mile north of that place. 
Remem- 


ber of stopping at Wapakoneta and 
buying ginger bread and small beer 
at a bakery kept by John Keller. 
On the other side of Wapakoneta 
there was no settlement, until we 
came to a colored town called Rum- 
ley, on Laramle creek. 
While going 


to Dayton, we had slept of nlgnts in 
the wagon, but on the return trip we 
were so loaded that we slept under 
It. Old Johnnie Cole, of Lima, came 
back with us a* far as Wapakoneta. 
In his load was a barrel of elder, ot 
which he kept us well supplied dur- 
ing the entire trip. 
I recollect that 


we had a barrel of Kanawa salt on 
our load which cost us four dollars, in 
Dayton. It was then considered a 
goo"d day's drive to go from Wapak. 
to Fort'Amanda. 


We occasionally received supplies 


from traders who would come up tbe 
river from Defiance In Hat boats and 
perogues, the Auglalze then being 
navigable as far as Wapakoneta. 


The Miami and Erie canal opened 


in tbe forties, and gave us our first 
outlet for timber and grain. 
We 


then thought nothing better could 
ever be built or would be wanted 
than the "old canal." 
Trusting that these few sketches 


will revive In the minds of the pion- 
eers present the scenes and events of 
other days, and that I have given to 
the younger generation here some 
idea of the life led by the early set- 
ters of our county, I will now close.
